GREAVES-WHISTLER DISPUTE. 

\n interesting and warm controversy 
has been going on in London and Paris 
over a recent exhibition of pictures by 
Walter Greaves in the Goupil Gallery, 
London. The friends of Whistler state 
that Greaves is merely an imitator of the 


former, while Greaves admirers assert that 
the latter improved under his long asso-| 
iation with Whistler and developed a ta- 
lent which now at his age of 70 years, is 
just being recognized. The picture ‘“Pas- 
sing Under a Bridge” seems to be the cen- 
tre around which the artistic storm rages. 
In the Goupil catalogue it is stated that 
this picture was exhibited at South Ken- 
sington in 1862, together with several
